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A BRUTAL ATTACK. 


A Young Mexican Woman Butchered by 
Iler Husband. 
Early last 
Sunday 
morning 
Constable McKinzic 
was 
notified 
that a Mexican woman had been 
murdered 
at tho 
Mexican town 
near tho river north of Thatcher. 
When tho officer arrived at the 
scene ho found that Jesus Velcncia 
had attempted to murder his wife, 
a girl about 17 years old. 
No 
one 
seemed to know 
any- 
thing about tho cause of tho attack. 
Tho girl was unconscious and her 


would-b- 
o 
murderer 
had 
escaped. 
Tho couple 
wore 
living 
at tho 
homo ofthe girl's parents and sleep- 
ing in a room adjoining that of tho 
old folks. 
The father said they 
all retired at tho usual time Satur- 
day night. 
Ho heard his daughter 
and her husband talking after they 
had gone to bed and thought 
they 
were quarcling. 
Ho went to sleep 
but about ono o'clock was startled 
by screams coming from tho other 
room. 
In 
order 
to 
reach 
his 
daughter's room the old man had 
to go outside but he got there just 
in time to see Volcncia administer 
tho last 
knife 
thrust. 
Ho 
was 
holding 
tho woman 
in his arms 
and stabbing hor in the back. 
The 
old man called to tho assassin who 
dropped his victim and started for 
his 
father-in-la- 
who ran into 
his 
own room and got a gun but by 
the 
timo ho got out 
again tho 
other had escaped into the brush. 
An examination of the wounded 
girl showed that her throat had 
been cut almost 
from 
ear to ear 
but not deep enough to be fatal. 
Thon tho bruto 
had lifted 
her in 
his arms and stabbed 
her three 
times in tho back. 
Constablo 
McKinzio 
followed 
tho tracks 
of Vclencia 
along tho 
river bottom for quite a distance, 
then up through 
tho 
fields 
to a 
point near 
Solomonville. 
Sheriff 
Parks was notified and he at once 
put men 
on 
tho trail which led 
towards Morenci. 
Mr. McKinzio says that tho first 
few hundred yards of tho trail 
left 
by Yelcncia could bo easily follow- 
ed by tho blood dripping 
from his 
clothing. 
Dr. Lovo attended tho wounded 
woman and at last accounts 
she 
was still alive, with a good chanco 
ofgoUing 
well.

lias elapsed since last writing and

green and a profusion of wild flow- 
ers, which makes everything 
love- 
ly. 
It has rained every day since 
tho rainy season began about threo 
weeks ago? 
Crops look well; thero 
was somo wheat planted this year, 
which 
is harvested. 
Tho farmors 
feel that this will be a prosperous 
year. 
Many of our citizens put in 
their crops and then went to Naco 
to work 
on tho railroad. 
Had 
thoy remained at home thoj- - would 
have found plenty of freighting. 
Two 
mining 
companies 
arc 
at 
work 
hero 
and 
tho 
freight 
all 
comes this way. 
One has shipped 
in a fifty horsepower 
boiler and 
engine, which will be put togeth 
er at tho mines. 
Tho 
heaviest 
of 
this machinery has 
been 
carried 
in on tho backs of Mexicans. 
Ono 
train left yesterday morning carry- - 
ng tho last oi tho boner; one piece 
weighed 400 pounds 
and several 
others reached 
near 
300 pounds. 
Besides this tools and supplies arc 
uciug huui up niucii is minting uus 
a livolj' shipping point. 
The 
oth-o- r 
mines aro preparing 
to put in 
a smdltcr and will start on a wag- 
on road immediately. 
This place is becoming noted as 
a 
plcasuro 
resort 
for 
tourists. 
Many of them 
havo 
visited 
our 
valley in tho last year. 
Game and 
fish arc plentiful. 
G. A. Martincau's 
dairy 
is run 
ning full blast with a capacity 
of 
800 lbs. of milk 
per 
day. 
Ho is 
making 
a 
first-clas- s 
article 
of 
cheeso, which sells readily at 25 
cts. per lb. 
Thero is a good chanco 
hero for 
a poor man to make a start; 
also 
for men with 
capital. 
Good citi- 
zens are always welcome 
and any 
information

ob- 
tained through the writer. 
Geo. M. Haws and family have 
returned from Arizona, whero Mrs.

has boen

and relatives for several months. 
This ward is steadily improving 
and bids fair to become 
a city of 
2000 inhabitants.

and will begin tho

130 ton cyanide plant at once. Tho 
negotiations for the transfer

just been completed and Mr. Ander 
son, who was in Tombstone today 
on business, states 
the work 
will 
be under way as soon as machinery 
etc, 
is installed 
on tho ground. 
Tho Contention tailings 
havo boon 
worked over to 
somo extent but 
still 
contain 
Millicicnt 
values to 
warrant tho undertaking 
contem- 
plated. 
The plant will bo 
of 130 
ton daily capacity, but will 
likely 
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Confessed 
The Crime. 
Jack Winters has been 
arrested 
for tho Selby smelter 
robbcy at

Ho finally confessed 
the

whero he had thrown 
tho bullion 
in tho bay.

Our Honey 
Resources. 
Editor 
Guardian: 
A 
regular 
old fashioned bee keeper's meeting 
was held at the house of Mr. W. E. 
Glasscock last Wednesday. 
Thero 
wcro present from tho Salt Bivcr 
Valloy 
Bee-keeper- s' 
Union, 
three 
experienced 
men, Messrs. 
Miller, 
Lawrence 
and 
Wall. 
AH 
these 
gentlemen havo kept bees for years 
in the Salt Bivcr Valloy, and are 
here looking the Gila valley 
over 
fiom 
a 
's 
standpoint. 
Mr. 
Glasscock was 
interrogated 
with 
a two hour's 
cross-examin- 
a 
tion as to bees in the 
Gila valley. 
Tho valloy was 
pronounced 
equal 
to tho Salt Bivcr 
as a honey pro- 
ducing locality, 
and 
can 
easily 
produce 
ten carloads ofhoney per 
annum. 
A representative 
of tho 
little 
planing mill of Central was present 
and interrogated the Phoenix 
bee- 
keepers as to 
the 
furnishing 
of 
hives and 
frames. 
He 
was 
an- 
swered, that so far as furnishing 
anything in this 
line, 
that from 
samples of'their goods as seen, that 
it was not necessary to try to com- 
pete in this locality with tho goods 
of A. I. Boot, of Medina, 
Ohio; 
neither 
as to quality of goods or 
tho price. 
Our Central 
man stat- 
ed that 
tho 
Graham 
mountains 
produce a pine nearly equal to tho 
sugar pine of Nevada. 
Answer: 
"Well, possibly 
you may compete 
as to 
hives, 
but 
don't 
try to 
make any frames." 
It is a well 
known fact that a 
good hive of bees 
is cheap at 
5, 
while another hivo 
of bees is not 
worth as much as a swarm of bees 
hanging on a tree. 
Figures 
were 
then resorted to, 
and 
was 
thus: 
Frames laid down here, 
3 cents 
each; 
foundation 
wax, 
(heavy 
brood, 
G sheets to 
tho 
pound 
of 
wax), 
7 cents each frame; 
nails, 
wire and tho labor 
of putting 
to- 
gether, 
2 
1-- 2 
cents 
each 
frame. 
Now you havo it. 
A hive to 
be 
in shape to offer a bee something 
that 
tho 
poor 
little 
industrious 
body can do business with, will 
cost you, for 20 frames, 
1.25; for 
tho lower hive often frame, 
winch 
is for the brood, and to be left un 
disturbed as much as possible, and 
tho samo for the super hive, or ex- 
tracting 
chamber, 
which 
means 
2.50 for tho hive outfit of frames 
alone, without as yet any hive, 
or 
bees. 
Ono hivo of 2i fames, three eight 
lramc hives tiered up, was report 
ed as giving 
in extracted 
honoy 
last season, 
two hundred pounds, 
and tho honoy 
sold 
for 
cash at 
7 cents per pound. 
Another 
at 
Pima was reported as giving up to 
August 1st, 82 well filled 
sections of honey. 
Mr. Glasscock 
reports his 8 framed hive, 
2 hives 
per colon, as 
giving 
last 
year, 
150 pounds 
of 
extracted 
honoy, 
and 
up to dato of this season, 
100 
pounds of honoy per hive, notwith 
standing tho blight of the mesquito 
bloom and tho cold windy 
spring 
and tho bees doing nothing 
until 
the 20th of June.

At Birmingham, Ala., on Aug. 8, 
with 
agonizing 
screams and 
his 
oyes bulging 
from his head, John 
Wcslloy Pennington, a negro, 
was 
burned at the stake 
near 
Enter- 
prise before a crowd 
of 
500 
en- 
raged and determined 
citizens 
of 
Coffey 
county. 
Tho nifl 
was composed of both 
whites and blacks, and though the 
suffering wretch plead for mercy 
and frantically endeavored to break 
the chains that tightly bound him, 
not a trace ofsympathy was shown 
on tho faces that peered at him 
through the flames. 
Pennington 
had committed 
a 
brutal 
assault 
upon 
Mrs. J. 
C. 
Davis, 
wife 
of one of tho most 
prominent farmers of Coffey 
coun- 
ty, and 
confessed 
his guilt. 
The 
crime 
was 
committed 
in 
the 
morning, 
while 
Mrs. 
Davis 
was 
gathering vegetables in her garden. 
She was choked into insensibility 
and left lying in the garden. 
As 
soon as 
sho regained 
her senses 
Mrs. Davis crawlod to tho house 
and told her husband 
what 
had 
happened. 
A large posso 
was 
quickly 
or- 
ganized 
with 
blood hounds 
and 
they chased tho negro until 
early 
next morning when ho was captur-i- n 
a swamp. 
Pennington wasjbound hand and 
foot and 
taken 
back 
to Davis' 
homo for identification. 
Tho word 
of tho assault on 
Mrs. 
Davis had 
been sent 
by 
runners 
for miles 
around Enterprise and every farm- 
er in tho neighborhood 
had joined 
in the search. 
There is not a tele- 
graph oflico in Coffoy county, 
but 
messengers travolcd fast, and when 
the posse arrived 
this 
morning 
with 
Pennington, 
at 
least 
500 
persons 
were 
gathered 
near the 
Davis residence. 
A great shout went up when the 
prisoner was seen by the mob, but 
at the signal tho men withdrew to 
tho woods and quietly awaited the 
result of tho meeting botween 
Pen- 
nington and Mrs. Davis. 
Mrs. Davis immediately 
recog- - 
(nized 
him and the negro 
broke 
down 
and wept. 
He admitted 
having committed the assault and 
pleaded lor mercy, 
but no mercy 
was shown. 
The negro was dragged from the 
house into the woods where 
tho 
crowd had gathered. 
Several of the citizens 
had 
al- 
ready driven an iron pipe into the 
giound and as the men approached 
with Pennington, both whites and 
blacks were pilling 
brush around 
the stake. 
The negro 
saw 
his 
doom 
and 
with a scream of terror fell to the 
ground in a faint. 
Ho was quick- 
ly revived 
and 
dragged 
to tho 
stake whilo the crowd stood silent- 
ly by. 
Tho frightened 
man 
was 
limp and had 
to 
bo helped 
up 
while tho 
chains 
were fastened 
around his neck and body. 
When 
all was ready the cry was given 
and the 
crowd stood 
back. 
The 
match was applied to the pile with 
oil to feed upon, tho tiny flames 
soom burst into a roaring lire. 
By this time the firp had gained 
such headway that nothing 
could 
bo seen except a wriggling motion 
in tho center of tho circle of fire. 
A deathly silenco followed, in a 
few minutes tho flames had 
suffic- 
iently subsided .to sec that his head 
had fallen forward and hung 
limp, 
upon the iron 
chain.

Tho recent catastrophe at Paku, 
whereby four of tho riches naphtha 
springs in tho vicinity 
havo 
been 
set on liro and 500 lives lost, 
will 
probably 
have to bo 
classified 
among those conflagration that can 
never bo extinguished. 
Baku has been 
visited 
by two 
such disasters since the old wells 
were discovered in 
1858. 
on one 
occasion some children lit bonfires 
near a 
spring, 
which 
promptly 
became 
ignified 
and 
five 
men 
perished in 
tho flames. 
The own- 
ers wcro ruined, for they wcro un- 
able to put it out, 
and from that 
day to 
this it has 
been 
ablaze. 
Since then tho heat 
of the earth 
caused 
by 
the 
fire 
in question 
inado an adjacent well 
burst 
into 
flame, 
and after burning 
for 
11 
years 
and 
consumed 30,000,000 
gallons of oil 
the spring 
became 
dry. 
Probably 
tho most destructive 
of its kind ever known 
has 
been 
burning in Arizona for upwards of 
40 
years. 
Fourteen 
petroleum 
wells involved, and it is estimated 
that 10,000,000 gallons of oil arc 
being consumed per annum. 
The 
flames contin"" to rage as furious- 
ly as ever, despite tho fact that 
nearly 100 lives and more than a 
million of money have 
been spent 
in vain attempts 
to 
quenco 
them. 
So great is tho heat imparted 
to

soil 
that

animal life can exist for any length 
of time within a radius often miles.

It should bo rovcrsed; 
wo should bo exporting 
hundreds 
of pounds ovory day.

and those attomptingit,

so much per quarter section, which 
is tho present 
schemo,

themselves bohind tho bars for their 
trouble. 
But then a saw mill may 
aMmmttBimmn 
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bo oporatcd oven without this and 
tho top of tho old mountain, 'in 
n 
fow years ontiroly denuded 
of its 
beautiful timbor and tho peoplo of 
this 
valloy 
recoivo 
no 
benefit 
whatovor. 
If tho mountain is converted 
in- 
to a government 
forest reserve, it 
docs 
not provent 
tho oporation 
of saw mills. 
Thoy 
simply 
got a 
promit and cut timbor 
of maturo 
sizo under the direction of a super- 
visor. 
The 
young 
timber 
is 
proloctod from destruction 
at tho 
government's 
expenso, 
but 
all 
timbor largo enough may bo used 
frco for domestic and mining 
pur- 
poses 
on 
tho reservo 
or 
in its 
vicinity, which would ombraco tho 
wholo of tho 
Gila 
valloy 
and 
ad-- 
jacant mines. 
No timber 
can 
bo 
shipped by rail. 
Undor 
tho 
gov- 
ernment's 
protection, 
forest 
fires 
would become a thing of tho past. 
Tho largotimber could bo cut and 
the young 
protected. 
Thus 
tho 
forests would bo perpetuated, 
not 
alono for tho timber itsolf but for 
tho protection 
of tho enow that 
falls on Mt. Graham and furnishes 
water to tho valloy. 
We belicvo wo voice the 
senti- 
ments of tho 
a majority 
of 
the 
peoplo of tho valloy when wo say: 
"Make a forest reservo of Graham 
Mountain. 


IMPORTING 
LABOR. 


Tho disposition shown by 
somo 
of the big Northern 
companies to 
import negro laborers to take tho 
placo 
of strikers 
says 
tho 
JVeio 
Orleans 
Times-Democra- t, 
threatens 
to causo troublo at botli ends of 
the line 
in tho North whero theso 
negroes 
aro 
being employed 
to 
take tho placo of white 
laborers, 
and in tho South, whero thoy aro 
won 
away from establishments at 
which thoy aro working, by prom 
ises of higher pay. 
Thus thoro was troublo a 
few 
days ago at Chicago over some 300 
Alabama negroes taken there by a 
steel company to work in its plant 
whilo in Alabama tho exportation 
of some 400 other 
negro 
laborers 
who whilo 
about 
to set out for 
Chicago wore stopped at Briming-ha- m 
by tho arrest of tho labor 
agents 
having 
thorn 
in charge. 
Tho arrost is tho result of a 
con- 
test between 
two 
big steel 
com- 
panies fighting over these laborers, 
tho one, tho Tennessee Coal, 
Iron 
and Railway company endeavoring 
to retain their labor; tJio other, a 
Chicago steel company, 
endeavor- 
ing to got this labor to tho Windy 
City. 
Tho charge 
mado 
is that 
the latter company is enticing, 
de- 
coying and persuading tho servants 
of tbo Tonnessce Land 
and 
Coal 
company to lcavo its service. 
Tho right of all men to work 
whorover thoy chooso 
is conceded 
by ovciy one, but public interest 
as well as tho intorest of tho labor- 
ers themselves 
domand that this 
business of enticing negroes North 
to tako tho place of striking whites 
should cease. 
It demoralizes both 
sections, for it leaves the Southorn 
mills without 
labor, 
whereas 
tho 
Northern 
mills 
aro 
unablo 
to 
utilize tho imported negroes 
with- 
out great bloodshed. 
Nor 
is it 
really 
intended 
to employ 
them 
for the negroes 
aro 
usually 
im- 
ported only to 
scaro 
tho strikors 
into terms. 
"What, then is the result 
of this 
practice? 
1st. 
Tho 
Southern 
mills aro left 
short-hande- 
2nd. 
Troublo is fomonted, and apparent- 
ly purposely 
for tho companies 
know 
that 
tho 
substitution 
of 
negro labor 
for that of striking 
whito men is like waving a red flag 
at a bull 
and a number 
of lives 
aro lost in tho struggle. 
3rd. Tho 
strikers aro cowed into submission 
by tho substitution 
of negroes 
for 
tho 
whites or thoy 
win by 
vio-lonc- o 
a victory ovpr tho company. 
In eithor ovent tho negroes aro dis- 
charged, to 
become 
a burdon 
on 
tho community 
whero thoy 
aro 
thus left 
Sorao way should 
bo found to 
provent such conditions, 
injurious 
to tho public peace and order; and 
it 
would 
scorn 
that 
companies 
taking employes so far away from 
their homes should bo required 
to 
guarantco 
their return 
or thoir 
salaries 
for 
a cortain period 
of 
timo. 
Tho 
prcsont 
practice 
of 
transferring 
big bodies of laborors, 
mainly negroes, from 
ono part of 
tho country to tho other is causing 
disturbance and unsottlement 
and 
precipitating riots 
and bloodshed. 
It should bo prevented.

POLITICS 01 THE STEEL STRIKE. 


President Shaffer, says tho Hous- 
ton Post, 
of tho Amalgamated 
As- 
sociation of Steel Workers declares 
that if tho ropublican party is go- 
ing to continuo in powor 
only 
to 
foster institutions 
that 
will 
des- 
troy labor organizations it can not 
longer rely on tho support of labor. 
Speaking for himself ho says: 
"I 
havo always been a republican, but 
if tho worst comes to tho worst and 
tho administration 
stands 
idly by 
and lots tho trusts crush 
us out of 
existence, in tho futuro I shall bo 
all things to all men." 
This 
lan-- 
guago' has occasioned 
a variety of 
comment, mostty unfavorable, from 
ropublican and democratic sources 
alike. 
On tho part of the republi 
cans it is met with 
an impatient 
denial 
of responsibility 
for 
Mr. 
Morgan's acts. 
From somo 
demo- 
crats it has provoked 
an 
expres- 
sion of opinion that its 
author 
is 
paving the way for a bitter person- 
al disappointment 
if ho assumes 
that as a conscquenco of his threat 
against the ropublican 
party he is 
going to got tho support of organ- 
ized democracy. 
Differing from its contemporar- 
ies of cither political 
faith 
in its 
manner of dealing 
with tho great 
strike leader's words, the Washing- 
ton 'limes gives publicity 
to tho 
following which has the 
merit of 
being timely: 
"Mr. Shafl'cr 
should 
remember 
that ho addresses 
an 
incredulous 
public when ho threatens tho 
re- 
publicans with 
vengeanco at the 
polls. 
Tho history of the anthra-cil- o 
coal 
striko 
of 1000 is signifi-ca- n 
in this connection. 
Although 
knowing 
that temporary 
conces- 
sions were 
granted 
only 
because 
a continuance of tho strike menaced 
the prospects of Mr. McKinley for 
tho miners struck their 
flag, and voted like sheep for tho 
State and National 
candidates of 
the trust. 
Thoro is 
no 
assuranco 
that tho stcol workers 
would not 
do tho samo 
thing. 
Mr. 
Shaffer 
is on tho wrong 
tack if ho thinks 
to gain anything at tho expense of 
tho Morgan combination by trying 
to scaro Mr. McKinloy 
into coerc- 
ing that coterio of 
multi-millio- 
aires. 
Tho 
administration 
docs 
not control the trusts. 
Tho trusts 
own. and 
operate tho administra- 
tion." 
As if to givo point to tho above, 
tho news comes from 
Washington 
that Senator Hanna 
will intorest 
himself in bringing 
about a settle- 
ment of tho stcol 
workers' 
striko 
as a preliminary 
to tho 
launching 
of his 
boom 
for 
the ropublican 
presidential 
nomination 
in 1001. 
Should tlioro 
bo foundation in fact 
for this story, 
Mr. Shaffer has suc- 
ceeded not 
in scaring 
Hanna, 
as 
did Mr. Mitchell tho leader 
of tho 
anthracite miners 
in 1900, but in 
giving him an opening 
for a play 
for a presidential 
nomination 
in- 
stead. 
Tho result, however, 
will 
be tho same. 
Hanna will got tho 
goods and tho 
steel workers 
will 
got a limited 
hand-ou- t 
of tempo- 
rary concession.

in Kansas, 
was interviewed 
in prison a fow 
days ago and said: 
"Am I 
deserted? 
I 
havo not 
scon a person who is interested

I havo not seen Dr. McParland 
or 
tho Rev. Emerson since I 
got in 
jail. 
Not a minister 
has visited 
me. 
"What are thoy 
all doing? 
I 
don't know what is going 
on. 
It 
seems as if I am forsaken. 
Whon 
I was 
smashing 
thoro wore 
hun- 
dreds who said "Good, keep it up," 
and assured 
mo that thoy would 
stand by me, 
but now, in tho hour 
of need, I have not heard from ono 
of thorn, and thoy havo not contrib- 
uted a 
ten-ce- 
pieco 
toward 
se- 
curing my release. 
I kon't know 
whether 1 can get out or not. 
If 
I had accoptcd tho offers I had to 
go on tho stago at 8500 a wcok, or 
100 a night, I would bo well ablo 
to paj' this lino and tho costs, but 
my mission 
has not been to make 
money. 
That is not my work and 
I could not kcop on with tho work 
for tho causo of tompcranco 
by ac- 
cepting such 
offers, 
so 1 
refused 
them. 
There 
is 
no joy in 
this 
world for mo except to gain tho 
ond." 
Can 
this 
bo truo that tho vast 
army 
of temperance 
peoplo 
who 
applauded tho work of Mrs. Nation 
havo deserted her at tho first sign 
of trouble? 
"While it seems impos- 
sible, judging 
from 
their 
words 
during 
Carrie's smashing 
career, 
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yet from her own words it seems 
that she is entirely deserted. 


."Wo do not believe Mrs. Nation's 
ideas of reforming 
people arc 
cor-rec- t, 
nor would 
sho 
havo 
dared 
carry them out but for the 
encour-agme- 
nt 


given by the people 
who 
now seem to enjoy seeing her be- 
hind prison bars.
